importance to "be attached to certain categories of propaganda themes. . 

The radio audience "being vastly more important than the press readership 
in Chile, we strongly recommend that an effort he made to obtain some 
reasonably valid reading on it s size and reaction to the radio news 
coverage generally, and i ts anti-C ommunist cont ent ‘specifically.
